Plant  the  bulbs  about  5 or  6 inches  deep  and 
from  3 to  4 inches  apart. 

To  obtain  a continuation  of  blooms  during  the 
greatest  part  of  the  season,  it  is  advisable  to 
plant  at  intervals  of  ten  days,  from  the  last  week 
in  April  until  the  middle  of  June. 

Some  varieties  will  bloom  in  seventy-five  to 
eighty  days  from  the  date  of  planting,  but  most 
sorts  require  eighty-five  to  ninety  days. 

In  October,  when  the  foliage  has  turned  yel- 
low, dig  the  bulbs,  cut  the  stems  oft'  within  an 
inch  of  the  bulbs,  and  dry  them  thoroughly. 
Then  remove  the  old  roots  and  store  the  bulbs  in 
a cool,  dry  place  where  frost  cannot  reach  them. 

If  these  instructions  are  followed,  the  bulbs 
will  give  you  the  best  results  for  several  years.
